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THE GAS NOT WANTED 

The ratepayers of Saskatoon rejected 
the application of Tri-Cities Utilities for a 
gas franchise for that city. The vote was 
decisive enough to show that a future ap- 
plication would be likely to meet the same 
fate unless the terms were radically al- 
tered. 

That simplifies the question of whe- 
ther Alberta should permit the export of 
natural gas to Saskatchewan. That the 
company will now want the power to ex- 
port, or will want power to export from 
the Kinsella field, is doubtful. In any case, 
the strongest reason for permitting ex- 
port from that field has been destroyed. 

COMPULSORY POOLS RULED OUT? 

The decision that has been handed 
down by the Supreme Court of Canada in- 
validates the Produce Marketing Act 
passed by the legislature of British Col- 
umbia. The immediate effect is to de- 
stroy the monopoly that was thereby 
created for the purpose of dictating the 
prices at which British Columbia fruit and 
vegetables could be sold in prairie mar- 
kets and of otherwise regulating the trade 
in these products in markets outside Bri- 
tish Columbia. 

What general bearing the decision will 
have upon the provincial control of trade 
will be known when the legal authorities 
have got through examining the text and 
drawing the inferences suggested by the 
principles laid down. The broad meaning 
appears to be that a provincial legislature 
cannot pass legislation setting prices or 
otherwise controlling the marketing of 
products for consumption outside the con- 
fines of its own province. 

If that understanding is correct, the 
proposal to set up compulsory wheat pools 
in Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
is automatically ruled out. A pool which 
could not fix prices and control general- 
ly the marketing of wheat destined for 
consumption outside these provinces 
would be of no imaginable use or attrac- 
tion to anyone. A compulsory pool could, 
in the circumstances, only be created by 
act of the Dominion parliament. 

“SETTLERS” AND SETTLERS 

Seven years ago 828 men left Great 
Britain, most of them accompanied by 
families, with the avowed intention of set- 
tling on land in the state of Victoria, Aus- 
tralia, under a land settlement scheme 
projected by the government of that state. 

Of these, only 343 actually took up 
land. Of the 343, only 240 are now oc- 
cupying their claims, and Premier Sculiin 
has.undertaken to start an inquiry as to 
how they are getting along and what mea- 
sure of assistance they need in the pre- 
vailing depression. The alleged settlers 
took with them capital of more than §$1,- 
000,000. The Government of Great Bri- 
tain contributed $209,000 to the expenses 
of transplanting the colony, 

The moral of this tale will be apparent 
fo anyone who has given thought to the 
net results of immigration and land set- 
tlement in Canada. Between the multi- 
tudes of prospective settlers who have 
come to Canada from the old lands dur- 
ing the last quarter of a century and the 
number of the migrants who have actually 
become farmers in Canada there is a gap 
as wide as that between the party which 
sailed for Victoria and the handful who 
are now farming in that state. 

“Filling up the vacant lands” by a pol- 
icy of stimulated immigration has involved 
a vast amount of lost motion, whether 
in Canada or the other dominions. The 
wastage of time, money and effort for the 
results obtained will go a long way to jus- 
tify the Government of Alberta in putting 
an end to that policy so far as this pro- 
vince is concerned, and in deciding that 
hereafter homesteads shall only be avail- 
able to those who have resided in the pro- 
vince five years. 

SMALL LOANS ONLY 

President Beatty of the C. P. R. thinks 
the revolving fund that is to be made 
available for placing stock on western 
farms should be made to go round as far 
as ible. To that end he would set a 
limit, $1,000 at most, to the amount that 
would be loaned to any one farmer from 
the fund. 

As Mr. Beatty holds the credit for hav- 
ing proposed the stock loan scheme, and

as the railways are to supply a large part 
of the loan money, it is to be assumed 
that his views will go far to shape the pol- 
icy under which the corporation will oper- 
ate. The object, it may be inferred, will 
be to place a few head of stock on each of 
a large number of farms rather than to 
set a few men up in the stock business in 
a large way. 

Most farms in the country immediate- 
ly surrounding Edmonton, and through- 
out the north country, now have as much 
or more stock than loans of this size 
would buy. The loan scheme will there- 
fore be 6f less importance here than in 
the great wheat belt, where stock is ab- 
sent—and where destitution prevails now 
as a direct consequence... 

There is nothing in this scheme to 
convert the wheat belt into a mixed farm- 
ing country. That could not be done in 
any event, and it would not be good busi- 
ness. What is contemplated is that even 
the wheat-grower should milk a cow or 
two, and keep enough hogs and poultry to 
supply the needs of his family. 

That will stabilize the conditions of the 
farm families in wheat growing areas. It 
will not threaten a surplus production 


large enough to seriously affect the ex- 
port market for meat, dairy and poultry 
products from this essentially mixed farm- 
ing district of central and northern Al- 
berta.

THROUGH THE FOG 

Trends in business just now are conflicting, says 
The Financial Post. Commodity prices continue to 
decline, but meet résistance at important points. The 
stock market has been unable to break away from a 
narrow range, cither in an upward or a downward 
movement In the West, moisture conditions are not 
of the best, which dots not promise well for the 1931 
crop but does promise better prices for the wheat we 
have carried over, The trend of business volume has 
continued to move downward in Canada, but with 
lessening momentum. Employment is down, but when 
adjusted for seasonal variations seems to be up. 
Money rates are low and bond prices are on a firm 
base, but political considerations across the line are 
adversely affecting prices of all bonds. Everywhere 
that one looks for signals, one finds indicators cap- 
able of varying interpretation. One can find any- 
thing one looks for except a definite “go” or “stop” 
signal 

The situation is a familiar one in the dying days 
of a period of business depression, Doctors note 
similar symptoms as the turning point approaches 
in convalescence from illness. Out of the present 
uncertainty will emerge sharper notes, clearer signals, 
less befogged guideposts to business policy. 


CANADA SUPPLIED 60 PER CENT OF NEW CAPI- 
TAL IN 1930 


Canadian borrowings at home and abroad during 
1930 were about one-third less than in 1929, accord- 
ing to an estimate made by The Financial Post Year 
Book, 1931, The 1930 figure ts placed at $663,854,000 
as eompared with $1,014,976,000 in 1929, It is inter- 
esting that Canada absorbed 60.2 per cent of total 
borrowings herself, a figure which shows virtually no 
change from the 60.6 per cent in 1929. < 

Great Britain's share in Canada’s borrowing fell 
heavily, however, to $4,490,000 or .7 per cent of the 
total, as against 8.5 per cent in 1929. The United 
States increased her share from 30.6 per cent in 
1929 to 39 per cent 

Governments, municipalities, and public utilities 
during 1930 took advantage of the easy money mar- 
kets, and these classes of issues showed substantial 
increasés over 1929. Other group. notably railways, 
pulp and paper, “other industries,” trading establish- 
ments and financial institutions borrowed very much 
less 

In 1929 a large part o! the new financing was done 
through stock issues and stock “rights"—over §210,- 


000.000 in “rights” alone. In 1930 sales of bonds 
(excluding refunding totalled $550,000, while stock

USE MORE FISH 


During the coming Lent, which will last for forty 
days, several million more people than usual will be 
eating fish in place of meat, This will probably be 
good for their health as well as their pocketbooks, 
for there is no reason why fish should not be used 
more often in the average person's diet. 

Few people appreciate the value of fish, which is 
a building food similar to lean beef, and which, be- 
cause of its delicate flavor and tender flesh, may be 
prepared in a great variety of healthful ways, Fur- 
thermore, fish is not usually an expensive food. 

In the ocean we have a tremendous reserve food 
supply which has only recently been systematically 
harvested. There is no doubt that when people as a 
whole use fish oftener, instead of reserving certain 
days or seasons, the price should be still lower than 
it is at present, 

Fish has a reputation of being hard to digest, but 
there are many kinds of fish which may be used by 
those in ordinary health, and if properly combined 
with other foods will caust no indigestion. One of 
the big mistakes that most people make is to serve 
milk at the same mea] with fish; this is an especially 
bad combination, 

The best foods to serve with fish are the green 
leafy vegetables and the cooked non-starchy vege- 
tables, which are rich in the alkalinizing elements 
which the fish foods lack, thereby balancing the 
wholesome protein found in the sea foods 

Fresh fish is always more quickly digested than 
smoked, salted or pickled fish. Among the more 
easily digested fish you will find sole, halibut, sea 
bass, pickerel, fresh cod, tom cod, perch, black bass, 
baracuda and fresh tune, Fish which contain a large 
amount of fat in proportion to their protein take a 
little longer to digest. 

Besides being economical and nourishing, the salt 
water fish is healthful on account of the iodine 
which it contains. Among the fish containing the 
most iodine are cod, haddock, salmon, herring and 
the shellfish, such as crab, lobster, shrimp, oysters 
and clams. 

The most healthful ways of preparing fish are by 
broiling, baking or boiling. A small amount of salt 
should be added to the water in which fish is to be 
boiled to keep the fish from breaking apart. 

It is now possible to freeze fish shortly after they 
are caught, maintaining them in the same frozen 
condition until they are marketed, so that the flesh 
is really delivered to the housewife in fresh condi- 
tion, even though many miles from the sea, There is 
no doubt that in the future more fish will be sold 
in this way, as it assures the cook of a clean, 
ready-to-use product of the full flavor and healthful 
values of fresh fish,

What I wish to know is 
are these cold showers harmful to the body?” 

Answer; You have been following a very good 
practice and should keep up the cold showers and 
take a rest before going out in the evening. There 
is noting harmful about cold showers except possibly 
to one who has a very severe heart disorder. ° 


Tuberculosis 
Question; YF. J. asks: “Is there any danger in ac- 
cepting something from the home of one who has 
died of tuberculosis? The article in question is new 
and was not worn, and the home has been fumigated.” 
Answer: If the person did not wear the garment 
there is probably no danger. Washing with soap and 
warm water or with cleansing solvents is usually a 
sufficient disinfectant for any tubercular germs which 


are present.

NO WAGE CUT 
Editor Bulletin ;— 

Please permit me to take issue 
with your recent dispatches pur- 
porting to depict the feeling of Ed- 
ton's unemployed, and thelr alleged 
suggestion for abating the present 
economic depression. 

It is erroneous to presume that 
a ‘cut in wages’ or rate per hour, 
day or month, and with restricted 
exceptions, will or can restore em- 
ployment on the scale to which we 
have been accustomed heretofore, 

A ‘cut in wages’ pertains to the 
employed, not the unemployed. 
This cannot be the solution. 

A reduction in the number of 
hours worked per individual per 
time unit can be a basis for solv- 
ing our problem insofar as ‘paid by 
time rate’ workmen is concerned. 
In this I do not attempt to include 
farmers, business or professional 
nen; theirs is another problem, 

It seems to me that shorn of all 
but logical reasoning, the propo- 
sition is plainly this, Required a 
given production, translated into 
“aan hours of labor"; and given the 
man power available for work; then 
apparently it % a matter of divid- 
ing the former by the latter, 

It is true that a gre: number 
of employes in railway road ser- 
vice are permitted and are working 
much more, very much more than 
the equivalent of 8 hours per day, 
and are working more than 26 days 
per month, Thig in spite of the pre- 
text upon which the eight-hour 
day was conceded us. 

The shop men, car men, etc,

I am not rabid enough to believe 
that a decrease in hours of labor 
can be attained and still maintain 
pay for the excessive hours and 
are that we have heretofore coun- 
enanced—not at least for the 
present, I am satisfied that the or- 
riginal pay for a reduced hourly 
day would be the ideal solution and 
that the proposition is economically 
sound, but I cannot visualize it as 
a reality for some time to come, 

Looking at the situation through 
eyes that have experienced unem- 
ployment as well as employment, I 
feel that the first step toward 
ameliorating unemployment must 
come from within the ranks of 
labor. We will have to clean house 
before we call in our employers to 
discuss the economic situation, We 
cannot maintain to our employers 
that $150 per month (or more) is 
insufficient for our needs, and then 
tell our unemployed that their dila- 
tory measures in leaving the 
homestead is “just too bad.” It does 
not ring true 

For one, T believe that a stringent
